Universal Fingerprinting 
niversal F | |

For some reason or another, hard to explain, proposals that citizens | 
submit themselves to voluntary fingerprinting as a means. of subsequent 
identification in the event of emergency, have met with nothing but indif- 
ference, if not actual aversion on the part of the general public in this 
country. } ; « 
This is somewhat surprising when one considers with what enthusiasm 
this proposal .has been received in the United States and some other coun- |: 
tries where numerous organizations have taken up the movement and have’) 
been successful in interesting the average citizen to a considerable degree. 
Possibly the fact.that hitherto fingerprinting has been associated solely 
with the identification of criminals may have something to do with, the 
average Canadian’s ‘cold shoulder’ attitude towards fingerprinting, for the| 
general mill run of Canadian citizen is essentially law abiding, ahd is apt 
to resent the slightest hint that he is not; and this mistaken viewpoint to- 
wards fingerprinting may account for his attitude. 3 
On the other hand the diffidence: with which suggestions and invitations 
for fingerprinting on wholesale. but voluntary basis have been received in 
this country to date may be due to lack of knowledge of the benefits which 
such certain mgans of identification would confer generally, not only upon 
the individual but on the entire community. In all probability this is ‘the 
principal reason for lack of interest in and response to this method of in- 
dexing for identification in Canada. A 


Has Many Values ° 

A dozen ways in which universal fingerprinting would be of value to 
the individual citizen and .the community in toto were set forth recently 
in a letter appearing in an Ontario daily newspaper by John Tenbroeck of 
Thorold, Ont., as follows: i : 

“1, Elimination of election frauds; 2, Elimination of insurance frauds; 
3, Minimization of immigration and emigration frauds; 4, Prevention of 
fraudulent evidence and repudiation of signature on deeds in legal. procecd- 
ings; 5, Elimination of impersonations; 6, Confirmation of marriages and 
higamy rendered impossible; 7, Prevention of the substitution of a corpse 
for the body of another; 8,. Elimination of dope fiends, insane persons and’ 
alcoholics; ;

hopper eggs in significant numbers 
are scattered over an area of 62,889,- 
300 acres. This is an increase of 12% 
million acres over last year. It seems 
however, that of this entire area only 
about 6% million acres are severely 
infested and 11 million acres mioder- 
ately infested, It is in these latter 
two areas that the danger of damage 
lies and control campaigns will be 
put into effect. 


The grasshopper conditions for 
1938 in Alberta continue to be ex- 
tremely serious, the fedéral depart- 
ment states, and will require that the 
province continue its widespread and 
well-organized control campaign to 
avoid ruinous losses of crop in very 
large districts. The most striking 
features of the situation are the in- 
crease in the very severely infested 
district between. Lethbridge and Cal- 
gary, the eastward spread of infested 
territory in the south, and the north- 
ward extension. of the infested area.

Test Old Seed 


Before Sowing 


When seed fails to germinate after 
sowing, real loss results, for reseed- 
ing costs money and early crop pro- 
spects yanish. 
sent samples of lettuce, onion, beet 
and carrot seed to the Dominion Seed 
Branch Laboratory, Ottawa, for ger- 
mination test. The seed was three 
years old and intended for use next 
spring. The lettuce germinated 72%, 
the beet 71%, the carrot 49% and the 
onion 2%. 
fresh, all of these seeds germinated 
over 90%. These tests proved once 
again that some kinds of seed lose 
their viability quicker 
The onion seeds were practically dead 
when three years old, while the beet 
and lettuce seeds retained reasonably 
high germination. The carrot seeds 
had declined almost 50% in the three 
years but was still serviceable at a 
seeding rate. These results 
are typical of many tests made. ; 

The point js that old, seed should 
not be used before tested for germin- 
ation. This may be done at home be- 
tween two damp blotters or a sample 
may be sent to the nearest Dominion 
Seed Branch laboratory.
